A Sumter county farmer sends the
following article on cotton produc-
tion costs to the Sumter Item:

Believing that a knowledge of the
cogt of producing cotton will be of
_service in the fight to obtain a fair

/price, I have undertaken to figure out
the cost of producing the cotton crop
of South Carolina. I have used the
state as & basis both for the reason
that it is a big enough unit to give a
fair average cost, and because the
data for the state as a Wwhole are
readily available.

In the state there are approxi-
mately 6,000,000 acres in cultivation
for 1920 and abut half or this, o
3,000,000 acres, are in cotton—the
government estimate is 2,910,000,
plus, but I am using the round fig-
ures 3,000,0000 so as to make the
calculation easy to follow.
